One of the Interesting things written 
nbout the monocle I-' that the fashion 
was Introduced at the congress of 
Vienna, the mngress which rental. e the 
map of Europe. Sir Horace Umubold, 
In writing on the stibje t of the origin 
of odd fashions and customs, said that 
a Imteh exquisite, -b'likheer Breelc, 
was tlic llrst man to wear a monocle 
and showed the then brand new fad 
to the diplomats and others assembled 
at the (-ingress of Vienna.

The 
name of that writer was Dr. Kitehiner, 
and In l'-'J.'t he published "Economy of 
the Eyes." Among many adverse ref- 
erences to the monocle he wrote: "A 
single glass, set In a smart ring. Is 
often used by trinket fanciers for fash- 
ion's sake. These folks have not the 
least defect In their sight and are not 
aware of tho mischievous consequences 
of such Irritation."— Washington Star. 

GUNPOWDER PLANTS. 

Many Precautions Must Bo Taken to 
Avoid Accidents. 

Workers in gunpowder plants when- 
ever a storm comes up adjourn to the 
watch houses surrounding the plant 
proper and enjoy themselves till the 
storm is over. 

Lightning is not the only danger 
dreaded in gunpowder plants, however. 
Metal Is dreaded Its hard surface may 
cause explosions— and hence on the 
workmen’s clothes the buttons must all 
Ik* of bone. 

The workmen's clothes must lie jHK'k- 
etless so that they may not carry 
matches or knives, and a workman, no 
matter how dandllied Ills tastes, must 
net wear turned up trousers since In 
turnups grit Is harbored, and grit in a 
gunpowder mill ls as dangerous almost 
as lire. 

In nil the buildings of these plants 
not a nail head or any sort of iron ma- 
terial Is expost-l. The roofs, too, arc 
made very slight, so that In the event 
of an explosion they will blow off eas- 
ily. The doors all ojien outward to 
make cscaik? easy, and the plant Ls usu- 
ally surrounded with a stream of wa- 
ter, Into which the hands are trained 
to dive at the tirst sign of danger. — Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Enquirer.

and Quickly made by the amateur car- 
penter at a very small cost. 

It oonslst of a square sugar bos. the 
sides being covered with cork Any 
grocer will supply the box at a cost 
of a nickel or so, and tho cork can be 
purchased for a trifle and fastened 
In place with a few thin sharp nails. 

Tho two sides of tho box nearest 
tho wall need not. of course, be cov- 
ered with cork, us they will not bo 
visible when the stand Is placed In 
position. The legs of tho stand are 
composed of rough boughs of the shape 
ndlc&ted in the sketch, and from which 
tho bark has been peeled. Tho legs 
aro fastened In place with long nails 
run through the bottom of the box 
and Into the upper ends of tho pieces 
of wood. They should lirst be stained 
a nice dark oak and then varnished. 

The whole cost of the stand when 
complete should not amount to more 
than about fifty cents, and ferns can 
nowadays be purchased very Inex- 
pensively. and If taken care of will 
last a long time 

LAUNDRY MARKS THAT LAST 

Inks Containing Silver Are Among 
(be Moat Serviceable for the 
Purpose. 

Harking Inks containing silver are 
perhaps the most serviceable When 
one la out of a good Bilver Ink, an 
ordinary copying or indelible pencil 
can be made to serve temporarily. To 
use a copying pencil, the color of 
which is duo to a dye, prepare a solu- 
tion of alum, one ounce to a pint of 
water: soak the parts to bo marked 
In tile alum solution for half an hour; 
transfer tho goods, without wringing 
or drying, to a bath containing about 
a tableepoonful of ammonia water to 
a pint of water; soak the goods In 
this bath fifteen minutes; remove, 
and allow to partially dry; while still 
motst write the desired letters or 
words on the goods with a blunt copy- 
ing pencil; allow to completely dry, 
and the marks will stand two or throe 
washings before they entirely fade. 
Still better results may he obtained, 
using a copying pencil, by soaking a 
piece of linen In a strong, hot tannin 
solution for about an hour; cool for 
about two hours, remove the goods, 
and without drying mark initials or 
words as often as desired over the 
piece of linen, then place It In a warm 
bath containing one-fourth ounce of 
tartar emetic to the pint of water, add 
a pinch of baking Boda, let remain 
for about ten minutes, remove and 
wash thoroughly in cold water. When 
dry, tho marks can be cut apart and 
sewed on the garments 6lmtlar to 
woven marks. Prepared In this way, 
the marks are quite fast. — C. E Vail,

WITH HONORS OF WAR. 

Rights Those Condition* Confer Upon 
a Defeated Foe. 

Ordinarily In all siege operations a 
surrender of a fortress Is unconditloD- I 
al, and the vaiupilshed tacitly agree to 
accept whatever terms the victor. In | 
Ids wisdom, may gnposv. relying upon . 
the laticrs magnanimity lor good and 
lenient treatment. The iisiuil course is 
this; The garrison is disarmed. They i 
arc made to fall in, all so many prison' 
crs. and escorted to wherever their 
coiitpierors decide they shall In* de- 
tained. 

The ciiiniiierors, of course, sim* that 
tlie escort is a strong guard, properly 
armed, able to put down at once any 
attempt on the prisoners’ part to es- 
cape or dlsoliey orders Worst of nil 
and certainly the most galling to any 
real soldier, the almost sacred trophies 
of the different regiments lieconie the 
spoils of the victors. 

Gurt'. ammunition, colors and such 
like things all have to t>e given up, 
though men have given their lives to 
defend them. For the future they 
grace the lunnes of the enemy or an* 
turned against their old owners In the 
field. 

it ts in these things that the humili- 
ation "f suiTotiilor lieonmos complete. 
Yet all of It Is saved when the IhuUcii 
garrison Is granted the "honors of 
war." That means the defenders were 
simply "defeated, but not disgraced." 

By Its use the successful tieslegers 
admit to Hie world that the garrison 
was able to make something better 
than an unconditional surrender. Their 
heroic defense had not left them at 
their last gasp. They could maintain 
hostilities for some time yet, and, al- 
though they would undoubtedly tie 
beaten at the finish, the fortress could 
only U* taken after more loss bad 
l icon suffered. 

In such a case all that Is demanded 
of the beaten men Is that they should 
evacuate all their jiosltlons. These the 
enemy takes possession of as what he 
has ls>en striving for. All the colors 
and other trophies nro retained by the 
garrison. The defenders are not pris- 
oners of war, compelled to surrender. 
They are simply lienten men, volunta- 
rily giving up the unequal contest. 

They are not disarmed and escorted 
by guards. Mustering under their own 
leaders, they have no enemy over them 
giving orders. Headed by their own 
bands, with their own colors flying 
ubove them anil no foreign flag near, : 
they "march out" of the positions they j 
have so nobly held, saluted by their 
successors and acclaimed by the world ! 
us heroes for whom circumstances have 
heeu too strong. 

It bus been previously settled where 
they should go. and thither they march , 
by themselves, their nlllcers wearing 
their sivonl.s liy llielr sides, Just as If 
they were victors Instead of conquered 
men. They merely evacuate their po. 
sit ions and to all purinises lire free 
men, not prisoners.

ThoogS His Name Was 8igned to tbs 
Mooiurt He Was Not Its Author arid 
Wh»n Ordered to Withdraw It What 
Little Courage Ho Had Failed Him. 

There wu.i a take bill introduced tu 
the assembly of New York state dur- 
ing the session of 1D0U that really be- 
/nine a famous phs-e of legislation tv- 
forv It arrived at Its formal tlnls, nl- 
though it has never until tJie present 
tlirw* tN<en chronicled In print. 

The act was placed In the assembly 
bill box by two jokers of the assembly. 

It wus drawn up In the regular form, 
lioglnnlng with the necessary verbiage, 
"The iHs.ple of the stato of Now York 
In senate and assembly represented," 
etc. The provisions of the tirst two or 
three sections wore also very plausible, 
and, In faet, the entire measure was 
put together In such a way that only a 
tcchnl.'lan In legislative matters eould 
have discerned the Joke. 

The assembly bill box Is a receptacle 
plocttl for tln> measures of the legisla- 
tors who may wish to have them ln- 
trodu,vd at the next regular daily ses- 
sion subsequent to their deimslt. The 
Ikix Is only used "between times," for 
when the assembly Is In session the 
bill may Ik* handed up to the clerk for 
residing. Hills are introduced In dupli- 
cate and must lionr, of course, the In- 
troducer's mime. 

The Jokers drop|>ed the fake t.lll into 
the Nix on a Thursday night. They 
attached a member's name whose dis- 
trict was 111 the crowded east side sec- 
tion of New York. He was what was 
kis.wn as a machine man and had lit- 
tle Initiative or Individuality. lie 
never waited over for Friday morning 
sessions, as they lastisl tmt a few min- 
utes, and It was easier to take the 
tniln to New York Thursday night, re 
turning after n*cvss the following 
Monday night. 

The fake kill with the east side 
metntier’s name was duly taken out 
of the Nix Friday morning and Its 
title rend. It was referred to Its prop- 
er committee und ordered printed. Its 
purpose was made very plain. At 
every crossroad throughout the state 
of New York there must bo placed at 
nuv by the state engineer and sur- 
veyor a signi»ost with a sign of ex- J 
aetly drscrilicd dimensions, and letter- 
ing meiiMured to a dot, directing trav- 
eleni to tlte nearest place for enter- 1 
talnmvnt of man and beast. The 
angteti of the crossroads were specified 
In tlielr exact degn*es with resiKft to 
the proper placing of the sign. 

No sooner was the tltk* of the bill 
reud than the afternoon newsimper 
represetitatlves at Albany prldked up 
tlalr ears. They were on the alert 
always fV.r New York city legislation, 
tmt here wus a bill making It manda- 
tory to erect slgniK.sts throughout the 
state, stid essentially of rural tieneflt 
Yet a mem tier from a congested New 
York district had introduced It. Koinre 
thlng strange. They searched around 
for the alleged Introducer. lie was In 
New York. They took no chances, 
however, and telegraphed a column to 
their impers telling of the attem|it to 
slgntsist the state by an east side l,*g- 
lslufor. 

Ttie morning paiH*rs took It up Ue- 
puctcrs hunted up the assemblyman at 
his home He roared out his denial 
But noBiody lielleved him. n,; got a 
hurry telephone call from his district 
lender, to whom he swore he had In- 
troduc«>,l is. such hill. He was ordered 
to auk for the privilege of the floor at 
Monday night's session and compel the 
withdrawal of the bill. He had stage 
fright over the Idea He was almost 
too bashful to raise his voice when vot- 
ing at roll call. Meanwhile the news 
of the bill spread, and from all quar- 
ters id 1 the city the luckless assembly- 
men nvelvcd telephone messug,*s ask 
!ng to N* "let In on the signpost graft." 

Ttu* following Monday night the al 
taged Introducer arrived In Albany al 
m,**t In u state of collapse. All during 
the ensuing week he was ordensl to 
demand the withdrawal of the bill, hut 
would is .t rise In Ills seat and ask It. 
Finally a ineiiil*er In the secret told the 
facts to SjH<uker Nixon. The speaker 
called tls- assemblyman to his desk 
and question. si him He was satlsfl.sl 
that tls' legislator was altogeth,*r t.s. 
timid to Introduce such a radical bill 
and exonerated him. 

But the bill had been printed. When 
It was supposed that It had t**cn klll.si 
In committee the tirst thing known was 
a request for a hearing on It by some 
good roads workers, who saw in It a 
blessing and who scut the alleged In- 
troducer a ciii.graiulatory letter for his

Every one — tn this country, at least — I 
wears clothes. They have to. Conse- 
quently every one is more* or loss in- i 
tervsted In the question of clothes. 

It Is not so easy to know good cloth 
us lt si-ems. Many people, depending 
on texture, feel, weave and so forth, 
think that they are Judges of cloth. 
And when, after buying what they l>e- 
lleve to Ik* a good piece of cloth, lt does 
not wear well they are* greatly sur- 
prised. 

The durability of cloth deiiends large- 
ly tq mu the length of the individual 
fillers. If the fillers are* long and curl- 
ing they form a close and strong 
weave. The cloth does not crack or 
wear out at the seams or folds because 
of the length of tllK*r, nor d<R*s It rub 
as easily by surface wear lieeause lt is 
more springy or elastic. Short HIkts, 1 
on the other hand, have much less ! 
binding quality tieinuse they do not tn- ' 
tort wine. 

The difference between two suits or 
dresses in "keeping their sh:i|ie" is 
largely due to this same thing. A r,*ul- 
ly llrsf class cloth, properly made and 
tlttisl. hardly ever nsjulres pressing. 
It Is elastic, and If it Is hung up after 
having Ims-ii worn for a day or two lt 
will go right (wick Into sha|>e. The 
constant sending of trottsi*rs to the 
tailor to have a “crease' put in Is a 
sign that the cloth wus not made of 
long tilers. 

If you want your suits or dresses to 
wear well and to l«Kik. well tirst make 
sure that the cloth Is woven from long 
fillers. — New York American.

Hall park, and inspect the chimneys to 
see whether they were free from fire 
danger. Those guilty of having chim- 
neys tn a dangerous condition were 
fined Sl.IVi. which went to buy new 
equipment. su< ti as lire* ladders, hooks 
and hut kets. 

in the days of tls* Hr,* police of HUH 
the owner of each of the ii<»0 odd houses 
an Manhattan Island had to have one or 
more tire buckets in Ids house. These 
were* made of leather and cost Jr!!.!"/). 
A local shoeiiial* . r got the contract to 
furnish loti to the corporation. These 
buckets had to u> thrown out of the 
houses when the watchman gave the 
ularin of lire. They were picked up by 
the volunteer tireincn rushing to the 
blaze and used by a bucket brigade 
form, si between the hurtling building 
and t lie nearest well. 

When tin* wells ran dry the brigades 
sometimes had t*> make the river their 
base Any one attempting to pass 
through Hi,* tile lines at that time was 
doused.

YEAR OF INDEPENDENCE. 

The Custom of Dating Proclamations 
by the President. 

While Ua* president of the United 
Btntca dates official documents from 
the year of the Declaration of linle- 
pendonoo, there is no law on the sulv 
Ject, and the custom Is neither general 
tmr binding, the form l>elng user! only 
In proclamations by the president. It 
originated before the udoptlon of the 
constitution during the days of the 

confederacy. 

The original articles of confederation 
vhow they wen* signed by tho dele- 
gate "at Philadelphia, In the state of 
Pennsylvania, the Ittli day of July, In 
the year of our Lonl, 1778, and In tho 
third year of the Independence of 
America.*" The signers dated "the In- 
dependenoe of America" from tho Dce- 
liiratlon of I ndejiondenee. July 4, 177(1, 
although the war was still young and 
continued several years longer. Tho 
constitution shows It was signed "the 
17th day of Sept end »er A. D., 1787, anil 
of the Independence of the Ignited 
States of America the 12th.” 

The tlrst proclamation Issued by 
Washington as president was, •‘Given 
under my hand and t lie seal of the

A wide variety of belts suggests the 
military effect in soldat blue, sand, 
putty and black and white. Usually 
metal buckles further carry out the 
military Idea. 

A suede leather belt, two inches 
wide, has stitched edges and is orna- 
mented with a double row of ball- 
shaped gilt military buttons. It is fit- 
ted with two pockets, which button 
with a single brass button. These 
belts come In various colors. 

A new military belt In suspender 
style is made of sodat blue suede, 
trimmed with gilt military braid and 
gilt buttons. It fastens with a plain, 
brass buckle. 

Another belt is made ot khaki-col- 
ored suede with stitched trimmings of 
black patent leatlier, finished with a 
brass buckle embossed with a Hag. 

A belt of light-brown suede 19 ' 
trimmed with narrow-stitched straps 
of black patent leather and finished j 
with brass buttons. It fastens with a ' 
circular gilt buckle in military design. 

A black and white kid belt in a 
checkerboard or block design comes 
in various patterns and different 
widths, one and one-half and two 
Inches wide being the most popular. 
They are finished with nickel buckles. 

A striking white kid belt, two and 
one-half inches wide, is decorated with 
narrow-stitched bands of black suede 
In two widths.

Every observing cultivator must have 
come to the conclusion that the best lands 
of New England lie in our low grounds, or 
even the boggy swamps which are scat- 
tered all over it. When once subdued, no 
lands yield such ample returns for the ex- 
pense incurred, or remain In good condi- 
tion so long without being again broken 
up. 

In the fall, especially not later than the 
1st of September, is the time when farm- 
ers who have llget sandy soil seed to 
•clover, and it Is seldom that they fail to 
secure a crop. It is contended that on 
heavy soils the frost will throw the young 
plants up and the soil fall away, leaving j 
the plants exposed, but this does nut 
usually happen when the seed is sown in 
; August. 

The thistle, in some district- is one of 
tlie most troublesome weeds with which 
the American farmer is called to contend. 
Yet we often see it growing in farmyards 
gardens, by the roadside, and even in the 
corners of cultivated fields, in patches 
sufficiently extensive to ensure the pro- 
duction of seed enough to "stock” an en- 
tire township. 

Some poultryraeu make a practice of 
selling otf their bens at the end of t he 
second year, and they profess and claim 
that tlie second year is the period when a 
hen is at her best, and when she lays tlie 
greatest number of eggs. They then fill 
the places of such hens with pullets. 
We claim that the theory is erroneous, as 
the first cost of the hen— that of raising 
her from the egg to maturity— must he 
paid back before the hen can give a profit, 
and this cost must he added to the second 
year. 

Don't neglect the trees after tlie crop is 
harvested. They should then go to work 
to make the next season’s crop. Unless 
they put on a good growth aud mature 
fruit buds this year there will be no crop 
tlie coming season. Cultivation and care 
should be given the orchard throughout 
tlie w hole seasou aud not just uutll tlie : 
crop is taken from the trees. 

Every rain or shower packs the surface 
soil, aud unless broken up evaporation is 
very rapid from this compact, moist sur 
j face. As -oon a- the fields cau be worked 
' after a rain the cultivator should lie used 
to reestablish tlie soil mulch This fre- 
quent cultivation not only saves water 
for plant Use, but also is au aid to plant 
growth aud a benefit to the soil 

Cows fedon turnips give a much greater 
quantity of milk than if fed on hay or 
corn, but it is necessary to give them 
1 some hay, or tliu butter made from them, 
w hen fed on turnip, w ill have a peculiar 
taste. Cattle may he fed during wiuter, 
and even fattened, on turnip-, but when 

fed to cattle or cow - it is necessary to 
cut th'-m lu pieces with a hatchet or some- 
other instrument, a» instances are known 
of cattle swallowing turnips whole and 
thereby getting choked

Hon. Elihu Root 

On Woman’s Sphere 

The question of Woman Suffrage Is an Issue before 
the American people. Twelve Btates have adopted It, 
four more states vote upon It this fall and It Is strongly 
urged that It become a platform demand of the national 
political parties. It Is therefore the privilege and the duty 
of every voter to study carefully this subject. Hon Elihu 
Root, In discussing this question before the constitutional 
convention of New York, recently said in part: 

"I am opposed to the granting of suffrage to women, 
because I believe that it would be a loss to women, to nil 
women and to every woman; and because 1 believe it 
would be an Injury to the state, and to every man and 
every woman in the state. It would he useless to argue 
this If the right of suffrage were a natural right. If it were a natural right, 
then women should have it though the heavens fall. But if there bo any one 
thing settled In the long discussion of tills subject, it is that suffrage Is not a 
natural right, but is simply a means of government, and the sole question to 
be discussed Is whether government by the suffrage <ff men and women will 
bo better government than by the suffrage of men alone. 

"Into my Judgment, sir. there enters no element of the Inferiority of 
woman. It is not that woman is inferior to man, hut it is that woman is 
different from man; that in the distribution of powers, of capacities, of quali- 
ties, our Maker has created man adapted to the performance of certnln func- 
tions in the economy of nature and society, and woman adapted to the 
performance of other functions. 

"Woman rules today by the sweet and noble Influences of her character. 
Put woman into the arena of conflict and she abandons these great weapons 
which control the world, and she takes into her hands, feeble and nerveless 
for strife, weapons with which she is unfamiliar and which she Is unable to 
wield. Woman in strife becomes hard, harsh, unlovable, repulsive; as far 
removed from that gentle creature to whom we all owe nlleglance and to 
whom we confess submission, fas tile heaven Is removed from the earth. 

"The whole science of government Is the science of protecting life and 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. In the divine distribution of powers, 
the duty and the right of protection rests with the male. It Is so throughout 
nature. It Is so with men, and I, for one, will never consent to part with 
the divine right of protecting my wife, my daughter, the women whom I love, 
and the women whom I respect, exercising the birthright of man, and place 
that high duty in the weak and nerveless hands of those designed by God 
to be protected rather than to engage In the stern warfare of government. In 
my Judgment, this whole movement arises from a false conception of the 
duty and of the right of both men and women. 

"The time will never come when the line of demarcation between the 
functions of the two sexes will be broken down. 1 believe It to he false phi- 
losophy; I believe that it is an attempt to turn backward upon the line of 
social development, and that If the step ever be taken, we go centuries back- 
ward on the march towards a higher, npbler and purer civilization, which mus. 
he found not in the confusion, but in the higher differentiation of the sexes.

According to a well written article by 
llcv. Daniel Evans, formerly of East Wey- 
mouth, published In the Boston Globe of 
Sunday, Germany must be punished for 
her attrucitles committed against Belgium 
and neutral commerce and there should be 
no restrictions placed on the shipment of 
American manufactures to foreign ports 
even if they are to be used for war pur 
poses. 

There has been a new campaign started, 
the result of which should be very good.

As a result of the Eastland disaster, a 
stability test, ordered by the city of 
Chicago, is being made on all lake pas- 
senger boats The. upper decks of the 
steamer are loaded with bags of sand 
until the weight is greater than would be 
the weight of all the passengers which 
tlie boat is allowed to carry. The boat is 
then taken out into the lake and all the 
sand bags are piled on one side of the 
deck If the boat does not list to a 
dangerous degree it is given a clear bill 
There is an old saying which refers to 
the locking of the barn after the horse 
has been stolen. However, if there are 
oilier horses in the barn that might he 
stolen, it is well to luck up, and doubtless 
there are other ships ou the Great Lakes 
and elsewhere that should be subjected to 
the -lability test 

In view yf the low wholesale prices of 
garden produce, the high retail price is 
causing much comment and dissatisfaction 
in tiie east. At ptesent the blame cauuot 
be placed directly. It i- well kuown that 
the farmer does not reap any of the benefit 
and individual middleman disclaims *he 
responsibility, iiu account of weather 
conditions this year, as in some other 
years, neither the farmer nor consumer is 
able to profit by a Reason of good crops 
However, the way our garden products 
are handled, the many hands through 
which they must pas- from farm to con- 
sumer, is maiuly responsible for high 
prices, and often for their poor condition 
when they reach our table- - In places 

where the farmer sells direct to the con- 
sumer both these diltlcullles have van- | 
ished For the beueilt of our purses, and i 
iu order to obtain the bi-t things, the ] 
intermediate handling should be lone 
away with aud a more direct method ,.f 
gettirg farm goods be adopt, l 


the laws against stealing Between glv- 
Inu * young hoodlum a ‘court record 
and protecting t he property of respectable 
citizen* there should be little hesitation 
on the part of onr police court " 

The opportunity presented by the visit 
of the “House of Governors" to Ma-ss- 
ehusetts to enhance the solidarity of the 
nation by removing misconceptions of 
New England— the one section elsewhere 
most misunderstood — Is of Inestimable 
value But the value Is In danger of 
being sacrificed unless a swift change can 
be made In the programme for the recep- 
tion of the distinguished visitors. 

Five of a dozen state executives w ho 
have so far responded plead press of 
other engagements as the basis of their 
Inability to spend a week as guests of 
New England They say they must tend 
strictly to the work of the Governor's 
Conference and immediately depart. They 
would tie delighted to be shown the scenic 
and industrial resource- of our com- 
munities, but lack time If the programme 
of the Conference Is not shortened. 

Shorten the programme, then Cut out 
pink teas and non-essentials, and arrange 
to do in each day a full day's work. 

Abridge iii every possible way. The 
main thing sought by the coming confer- 
ence i- to gel the rest of the United 
States into better understanding of New 
England. It would prove more worth 
while than any amount of humdrum paper 
reading or social entertainment. A day 
each of gubernatorial sightseeing for 
Northern, Central and Southern New 
England ought to be arranged without 
fail, for the result of such a tour into our 
“unknown country” would form the sig- 
nificant value of the occasion.

Th© chemistry of cooking has a mys- 
terious and rather terrifying sound to 
many women, and the mere mention 
of a "carbohydrate” or a “protein” 
will make them skip over the page 
or drop the book, to turn to some 
more famlllnr subject. As a matter 
of fact, the fundamental principles of 
nutrition are quite simple, and may 
ho easily understood by all Farmers' 
Bulletin 142, which will be pent on ap- 
plication to the I’nlted States de- 
partment of agriculture. Washington, 
D. C., discusses the general principles 
of nutrition, as well as a number of 
the more Important phases of the sub- 
ject, with special reference to the re- 
sults obtained In the department In- 
vestigations and tho closely related 
work of the agricultural experiment 
stations. 

Our bodies may bo likened to an 
engine, and _Jtho food we eat to tho 
fuel used In the engine. We all know 
that engines must be supplied with 
coal, weod, or some other fuel before 
they can be made to perform any 
work. When the fuel combines with 
oxygen of the air, tho familiar process 
of burning, heat Is liberated, and tho 
energy which was stored up In an 
Inactive form In the fuel Is changed 
Into an active form, g'vlng tho ma- 
chine power to fulfill Its purpose. In 
a similar way our muscles, tissues and 
organs gain power to accomplish their 
various functions from the energy 
stored up In food. 

Of the many varieties of fuel to be 
had. some produce more energy than 
others. For example, coal containing 
a large amount of slate Is not capable 
of supplying as much heat and power 
as ooal which Is free from slate. Simi- 
larly, some foods have an advantage 
over others In their ability to supply 
the body with a maximum amount of 
heat and energy. Again, engines with 
large grates require large lumps of 
ooal, while thoBe with Bmall grates 
burn small pieces to better advantage. 
The same principle holds true for 
food, a man at hard labor needing a 
diet quite unlike that required by a 
man leading a sedentary life. 

Food as wo buy it consists of an 
edible portion, which contains water 
and the nutrients, and of refuse, such 
as bones, entrails and shells. The 
nutrients are classified as proteins, 
fats, carbohydrates and mineral mat- 
ters. Protein Is familiar to us In tho 
lean and gristle of meat, the white of 
eggs, and the gluten of wheat; fats 
occur chleily In the animal foods, as 
meats, fish and butter, but are also 
found In olives, cotton seed, nuts, and 
in such cereals as oatmeal und maize; 
carbohydrates include such com- 
pounds as starches, different kinds of 
sugar and the fiber of plants, and are 
found chiefly In the vegetable foods 
as the cereal grains and potatoes. 
These nutrients when taken Into the 
body furnish the materials for the 
repair and growth of the various tis- 
lung, and also supply our bodies with 
heat and our muscles and organs with 
energy, or the power to do work. 

In Ita building function protein la 
the moat Important Ingredient of food, 
aa It la the basis of muscle, bone and 
ahnoat all the tissues and fluids of 
the body. Mineral matters are also 
needed In the body structure, though 
hi smaller quantities. Protein, fats, 
and carbohydrates may any of them 
produce heat or muscular energy, but 
protein has another and very Im- 
portant function, namely, to build and 
repair body tissue. We depend 
on the fats and carbohydrates chiefly 
to anppiy the beat and muscular en- 
ergy, and use protein for its indis- 
pensable work of tissue forming, 
though It does even then supply en- 


lAjod as we eat It la not generally 
In a coo d Item to be used by the body, 
j It mu8t first be digested, a process 
which takes place partly In the Btom- 


whfch divide© the food into small pa^ 
tides, and by the muscular contrac- 
tions of the stomach and Intestine, 
which help to mix the food and di- 
gestive Juices together 

The parts of the food which the di- 
gestive Juices can not dissolve are 
periodically given off by the Intestine, 
together with wnste material from the 
Internal activities of the body. 

Digestibility Is often confused with 
another very different thing, namely, 
the agreeing or disagreeing of food 
with the person who eats IL In the 
changes which occur during the digee- 
tlon and assimilation of food, sub- 
stances may be formed which arc un- 
pleasant and Injurious, especially If 
they are not broken down (as they 
normally are) before they have an 
opportunity thus to act Different 
l>ersons may be differently constituted 
with respect to the changes which 
their food undergoes, so that It may 
bo literally true that "one man's meat 
is another man's poison.” Milk la 
for tho most part a very wholesome, 
digestible and nutritious food, but 
there are some who are made 111 by 
drinking it Some persons have to 
avoid strawberries. Every man must 
learn from his own experience what 
food agrees with him and what does 
not 

Not only the amount of nutritive In- 
gredients which a food contains, but 
also the proportions which can be di- 
gested and utilized by the body de- 
termine the real nutritive value of a 
food material As a general rule, the 
carbohydrates are more completely 
digested, and hence more fully avail- 
able for use In the body than protein 
and fats. Protein of anlmni foods is 
more digestible than that of vegetable 
foods, while fats are probably less 
digestible than most forms of protein 
and carbohydrates. 

The structure of most food ma- 
terials is so changed by cooking that 
they are more easily chewed and more 
readily and thoroughly digested. 
Cooking also makes the food more 
appetizing by improving the flavor and 
appearance. Food which is attractive 
to the taste quickens the flow of 
saliva nnd other digestive fluids, thus 
aiding digestion. Another use of 
cooking Is to kill by heat any disease 
germs, parasites or other dangerous 
organisms the food may contain.

Origin of the Term That Stands 

Stupid Mediocrity. 

Several years age an eastern art crit- 
ic waxed sarcastic concerning a colloe- 
tlon of paintings on view at one of the 
leading New York clubs. In the course 
of a vitriolic tirade ho relieved him- 
self of the assertion that the exhibi- 
tion consisted chiefly of kit-cat por- 
traits. Those who went to the club- 
rooms cxiMX’ttng to seo canvases adorn- 
ed with feline compositions were con- 
demned to disappointment. There was 
not a cat picture in the whole show. 

"What Is n kit-cat portrait?" was tho 
burning question of the hour. Why, a 
stupid portrait, a commonplace piece 
of painting that reveals no glimmer of 
genius. At this stage of the explana- 
tion the Inevitable Interruption "But 
why do you call It a kit-cat picture?" 
And not one critic out of a hundred 
had tho remotest Idea. 

The term for stupid mediocrity had 
its origin in a collection of forty-two 
portraits of prominent men painted be- 
tween lTn.'l and 1720 by Sir Godfrey 
Kneller. one of the best known British 
portrait painters. They were exactly 
the same size and were framed alike; 
hence the idea of monotony which led 
to the Idea of mediocrity. The sub- 
jects of these portraits were members 
of a club that met In tho tavern of a 
celebrated pastry cook, Christopher Cat 

called Kit for short— and among them 
were such men as Addison, Steele, 
Walpole and Marlborough. It was tin*

One of the best palms and the 
quickest growing la the Washington 
filifera. The seeds will germinate as 
readily as com, and tho plant will 
stand dust, dry air, lack of sunshine 
and general neglect, growing right , 
along in any situation and with any i 
treatment that will keep a geranium 
allva It Is a compact grower, well 
adapted to the living room and always 
ornamental everywhere. 

Another choice palm Is the Arecs 
lutescens. Another still as desirable 
is the Kentla forsteriana. Palms are 
like one of the family when well cared 
for. They are always beautiful, always 
usefuL 

Aspidistra lurida vartegata Is one 
of the best house plants. Give It a < 
compost of two parts fibrous loam, one j 
part old manure and one part fine 
Band. It grows slowly, cannot be hur- 
ried and will endure neglect and 111 
treatment with the greatest patience, 
and will increase In beauty every 
year. Pot early In the spring.

GUNPOWDER IN WAR. 

For Centuries Its Use Was Opposed In 
the Name of Humanity. 

There was a period when any kind of 
“explosive" fighting in war was con- 
sidered barbarous. The* discovery of 
guniiowdur put a slop to the old fash- 
ioned method of attack. In which only 
missiles anil sharp edged weapons were 
considered ethical, hut gunpowder dlil 
not come into approval without a 
struggle. In fuct it was under the 
"humanity" ban for almost three cen- 
turies. 

This remarkable comi>ound of salt- 
I*c*ter. sulphur aud charcoal, which was 
given Its first tryout at the siege of 
Constantinople in 1453, had boon 
known to both the chemist and the 
soldier for a hundred years or more. 
It is said to have been discovered by 
lloger Bacon in England about the 
year 12 'jo and by a German moiik 
uuined Schwarz twenty years later. 
Another independent discoverer of the 
same dangerous mixture was an un- 
| known and uncelebrated Moor, whose 
| secret was ultimately carried Into lCu- 
roiR* in the fourteenth century. Even 
I he was not tin* first to make an ex- 
j plosive compound. The Chinese “boat 
; him to It." having used this same kind 
! of mixture for rocket signals before 
j the Christian era. 

The fall of Constantinople was 
j brought about by the use, the wholly 
unethical and altogether barbarous ust*. 
of cannon halls, And it was not until 
) about a century inter that the world 
j gave its full sanction to the killing of 
j men by means of giiniunvder.— St. Louis

WHISPERING GALLERIES. 

i 

Old World Churchoa With Remarkable 
Acoustic Properties. 

The most celebrated whispering gal- 
lery Is that which surrounds the base 
of the interior of the dome of St. Paul's 
cathedral, London. A person speaking 
near its surface can be heard distinctly 
by one listening near the smooth wall 
; at the other extremity of the diameter, 
hut not elsewhere. 

In the cathedral of Gloucester a whis- 
pering passage leads from one aisle to 
the opposite behind the east window of 
the choir. It is seventy-live feet long, 
six and a half feet high and three feet 
wide in the form* of half an Irregular 
j octagon. The walls and ceilings are of 
freestone, and the slightest whisper 
travels from end to end. 

Tile cathedral of the Taj Mahal In 
Agra, India, has most marvelous ech- 
oes and reverberating qualities, but Is 
scarcely a whispering gallery. The 
whole cathedral of Girgcnti. In Sicily, 

1 lias this character owing to the pecul- 
iar structure of its wall.-,.

Grass lands much not be grazed too 
mrly, too close or too late. One week < * f 
grazing, too early may Injure the pasture 
for the rest of the summer 

The careful feeder watches little things. 
No one can be a good feeder who is not a 
close observer and quick to note the con- 
dition of every animal In his charge 

Shade In pastures, either from trees ami 
sheds, Is essential In midsummer to keep 
the cows from becoming feverishly over- 
heated to the detriment of the quality of 
the milk 

Farmers, furnish your young boys with 
light neat and good tools, and teach them 
how to keep them in good order, If you 
would have them love agriculture, and 
give them a little lot for their own use. 

Successful cow feeding depends upon 
resting the cow six or eight weeks prior 
to freshening, feeding her well 'during 
that time that she may freshen In a 
stroug, vigorous, fleshy condition giving 
birth to a strong, rugged calf. 

Probably the farmer who permits all 
kinds of weeds to grow along the road- 
side of his farm may not consider it his 
duty to cut down the weeds on a public 
highway, but such weeds w ill be the sour- 
ces from which seeds will be scattered 
broadcast for next year's crop. 

“Ordinarily there are few potatoes sent 
abroad, but with the European nations at 
wav it is more than prolmbie hundreds of 
thousands of bushels of American pota- 
toes will And their way there this year, 
particularly if the war should end." 

There are four prime requisites in 
poultry house coustructh m, namely, light, 
warmth, dryness aud good ventilation. 
The w indows should be placed with their 
greatest length up and down rather than 
horizontally as this permits the sun to 
shine well hack in the house in winter 
time. 

“While Germany is taking every possi- 
ble means to conserve the supply of pota- 
toes In that country, even to the extent 
of killing oil' the hogs, if reports are to be 
believed, it is gratifying that in this coun- 
try we have one of the lurgest potato 
erops we ever had”. 

■^5 very horticulturist will declare that 
his intentions arc to pursue that course 
which will give him the greatest profit 
from a given capital. By keeping an ac- 
count with each particular crop he will be 
enabled at once to see which crop is the 
most profitable.

Good cultivation during the summer 
will cause fruit trees, bushes and vines to 
1 grow new wood and form new buds for 
! next season's fruit crop. Cultivation 
\ should cease at the end of summer so the 
| wood w ill have time to develop anil hur- 
i den before freezing weather. 

A writer recommends not to build too 
deep a silo, as he found, that the silage in 
the lower part of the silo is always more 
acid (sour). This is certainly not due to 
the depth of the silo, but to the condition 
\ of corn at the time of filling. When we 
I start filling, the corn in most cases is still 
I rather green, and if we fill rapidly the sil- 
age has no chance to heat up snfllciently, 
and tin* result is sour silage. 

Too close grazing has the same effect 
on the vigor of the plant as too early 
grazing, but iu addition will cause a loss 
of organic matter that would otheiwisc 
be added to the soil an increase in evapoi- 
alion, aud if temperatures are high, u 
positive Injury to the roots, dose graz- 
ing and lack of a good vigorous green 
grow th are usually associated with dry 
summer periods. 

one of the principal reasons, perhaps, 
w hy hut little atteulion is given late vege- 
tables, is the fact that summer is aNo very 
favoiable to weeds, hence niore laboi U 
required than with the earlier crops. If 
weeds are kept dow n for a year or two 
they w ill disappear and one of the reasons 
in favor of late garden crop*, is that they 
compel the grower to make warfare on 

the weeds

It i- very important during the first lac- 
tation to give tlie heifer the best possible 
chance to maintain a large flow of milk 
throughout the period. It must tie re- 
membered that the heifer of this age 
-hould make more growth and iu i lie 
feeding this must be takeu into consid- 
eration. To properly develop the heifer 
ii will take somewhat heavier rations iu 
proportion to the amount of milk being 
produced than with the larger cows.

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CHOPPING MEAT. 

t • 

Chopping meat to make It tender 
permits quick and economical cook- 
inn In broiling chopped moat It Is 
well to remember that there Is no , 
reason why It should not bo cooked 
like tho best and most expensive ten- 
derloin. The broiler should be even 
more carefully greased than for a 
whole steak. This makes It possible 
to form the balls or cakes of chopped 
meat with very little pressure without 
running the risk of having them 
pulled to pieces by adhering to the 
wires of the broiler. They should j 
he heated on both sides even more 
quickly than the steak, because the j 
chopping has provided more ways of J 
escape for the Juice, and their open- i 
lngs should he scaled as soon ns pos- 
sible. The interior should ho cooked 
to the taste of tho family. Just as the 
steak Is. 

Chopped rnw meat of almost any 
kind can be very quickly made Into 
a savory dish by cooking It with wit- 
ter or with water and milk for a slnjrt 
time, then thickening with butter and 
Hour, and adding different season- 
ings. Such a dish may he made to 
go further by serving It on toast or 
with a border of rice, or In some 
similar way. 

Oannelon of hwf Is prepared by 
making chopped beef Into a roll and 
bailing It wrapped In a buttered pa- 
per, a method designed to keep In 
tho steam and so Insure a moist, 
tender dish. Tho paper must he re- 
moved before serving. Tho roll shouM 
ho basted occasionally with butter and 
water or drippings and water. In 
preparing the roll an egg may he 
added for each pound and a half of 
Bioat, and chopped parsley, onion 
Juice, lemon pool or finely chopped 
green peppers make good seasoning. 
A thickened gravy may he made from 
ttw» drippings, the liquid used being 
either water or tomato Juice. 

Strips of pork laid on tho roll may 
be substituted for the buttered paper 
ami basting. 

Careful cooking aids In developing 
the natural flavor ot some of tho 
cheaper cuts, and browning also 
brings out flavors agreeable to most 
palates. Except In the case of roasts, 
browning for flavor Is usually ac- 
complished by heating the meat in a 
frying pan in fat which has been 
tried out of pork or In suet or but- 
ter. Care should ho taken that tho 
fat Is not scorched, ns the chief rea- 
son for the had opinion In which 
fried food is held by many Is that 
It almost always means eating burned 
fat. Eat in itself Is a very valuable 
food, but when burned It is most un- 
! pleasant and indigestible. 

Pried salt pork with salt codfish, 
or “salt fish dinner,” owes its savori- 
noss to the flavor of browned fat or 
meat: Half pound salt pork, ono 

pound codfish, two cups of milk 
(Bkim milk will do), four tablesi>oon- 
fuls flour, a speck of salt. 

Cut the codfish Into strips, eoak in 
lukewarm water and then cook In 
water until tender hut do not allow 
the water to come to tho boiling 
point except for a very shot* tlmo 
as prolonged boiling may make It 
tough. Cut tho pork Into one-fourth 
Inch slices and cut several gashes 
In each piece. Fry very slowly until 
golden brown and remove, pouring 
j off the fat Out of four tabiespoon- 
, fuls of fat, the flour, and the milk 
j make a white sauce. Dish up tho 
! codfish with pieces of pork around 
| it and serve with boiled potatoes and 
beets. Some persons serve tho jKirk, 
j and the fat from It, In a gravy boat 
1 so it can be udded as relished. 

Vegetables of distinctive flavor, 
such as onions, carrots or celery; 
savory herbs, such as parsley, sago, 
bay leaf or thyme: materials sucli 
j us vinegar, pickles or currant Jolly; 

apices such as pepper, cloves, or 
j "curry” mixtures, and sharp or highly 
1 seasoned meat sauees are all types 
of flavoring materials which are use- 
ful In imparting flavor to meat and 
which may be used in a variety of 
ways A few hints regarding tho use 
of some of these materials may not 
be un.tss: 

Most of the stews, soups, braised 
I meats, and pot roasts are very much 
Improved if the flavoring vegetables 
which they contain, such as carrots, 
turnips, onions, celery, or green pep- 
pers, an fried in a little fat before 
being cooked with the meat Tills 
need fit complicate the preparation 
of the meat or increase the number 
of utensils used, tor the meat itself 
Is usually seared ov r In fat, and the 
vegi tables can be cooked In the same 
fat before the browning of the meat. 

Cookbo' ks usually say that onion 
Juice should be extracted by cutting 
an onion In two and rubbing the cut 
surface against a grater. Considering 
how hard It is to wash u grater, this 
method has It.- drawbacks Small 
amounts of juice may bo obtained in 
the loUowlng simpler way: Peal the 
onion and extract a tew drops of Juice 
by pressing one side with the dull 
edge of a knife. 

It h> easy to raise parsley by grow- 
ing it In a pot in the kitchen window 
and thus to have it always on hand 
fresh, or the leaves may be kept for 
. a long time If sealed up in a fruit Jar 


and stored In n cool place Parsley, 
mint and celery tops may all be dried, 
rubbed Into fine hits and kept In air- 
tight Jars Recipes usually say to 
chop fresh parsley with a sharp knife 
on a board. But a board !r. a hard 
thing to wash and a plate serves the 
purpose quite as well.

ART OF BAIT CASTING. 


Landing the Lure That Coaxes the Bat- 
tling Black Bass. 

The bait caster! What memories of 
Ulypadded lakes, shimmering In the 
burnished gold of the setting sun, of 
a roseate twilight peace, when the lake 
Is one vast mirror; of furious battles 
with that bulldog of the sweet waters, 
the black bass, are his! 

A most diliieult art, one that requires 
more than a modicum of practice to 
acquire — to place that lure precisely 
la a given spot, forty or fifty feet away, 
where a buss may lurk — not near the 
spot but right In it. mind you — to land 
that lure so as to simulate a frog or 
minnow naturally leaping 
to escai*e possible attack 


The good farmer w ho keeps any con- 
! slderable number of animals is careful to 
make, save and use all stable and lotman- 
, ure possible. It is one great means by 
which he is able to grow more feed to 
feed more live stock. 

Summer pruning tends to form fruit 
buds while trimming in the spring pro- 
duces wood grow th Trim each year but 
only enough to cut out cross branches 
and water spouts. A tree can sometimes 
lie induced to bear yearly by removing 
half of the fruit buds and permitting It to 
bear a half crop ouly each season. 

Set celery plants in low trenches, hut 
do not bring the soil up to the plants till 
after they have made full growth. They 
need all t lie air and light possible during 
tlie growing period. Never work with 
celery immediately after a rain or when 
the dew is on, as this is apt to bring on 
disease. 

Don’t let a pound of it go to waste. 
Can It. Can the beans, the corn, t lie to- 
matoes, the beets and everything grown 
to eat. Can the cull apples, peaches and 
all the berries the market won’t take. 
Next January all tlds stair will taste 
good, and much of it can lie sold.
